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This decision concerns the June 25, 2004 "Response to Notice of Omitted Items in a Nonprovisional 
Application and Petition." The petition asserts filing with the original application of the allegedly 
omitted drawings and is being properly treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1 .53(e)(2). 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The application was filed on July 14, 2003. As indicated in the June 7, 2004 "Notice of Omitted 
Items in a Nonprovisional Application" ("6/7/04 Notice"), a filing date had been accorded this 
application, but Figures 1 and 2 described in the specification appeared to have been omitted from 
the filed application. The petition then followed. 

The petition contends that the allegedly omitted drawings were filed with the other application 
papers on July 14, 2003. In support, the petition is accompanied by a copy of a postcard receipt, 
indicating receipt in the USPTO for this application on July 14, 2003 of, inter alia, "3 sheets of 
formal drawings (Figures 1-3)." The petition also encloses a copy of the 3 sheets of drawings 
purportedly filed on July 14, 2003. 

The USPTO file for this application includes only one sheet of drawing containing Figure 3, but not 
the drawings for Figures 1 and 2. Based on the information contained in counsel's postcard receipt, 
the Office concludes that drawings for Figures 1 and 2 had been filed on July 14, 2003, but were 
later misplaced. The petition is thus granted. 

The 6/7/04 Notice is hereby vacated. 

No petition fee is owed and none was charged to counsel's deposit account. 
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The application is being returned to the Office of Initial Patent Examination for further processing 
with a filing date of July 14, 2003, using the papers filed on that date and supplemented with the 2 
sheets of drawings (Figures 1 and 2) submitted with the instant petition; and for indicating in the 
USPTO record that 3 sheets of drawings (Figures 1-3) were present on filing.
